A good example to follow. Luke 24:52, 53, “And they 
worshipped him, and returned to Jerusalem with great 
joy: and were continually in the temple, praising and 
blessing God. Amen.” 

V. Pray Continually for the Baptism of the Holy Ghost? 
Not necessarily. Pray until you are sure everything is just 
right in your own life, then pray for the Holy Ghost. Don’t 
miss an opportunity to show wholehearted interest in seek- 
ing and in supplicaiion—humble, sincere pleading, and 
I'll tell you, if you exercise these suggestions without re- 
ceiving the baptism of the Holy Ghost, I will be surprised. 
In fact, adherence to either should bring the blessed Com- 
forter into your life if previous and proper preparation has 
been made. 

VI. Seven Don’t’s. I have been telling you what to do, now 
let me tell you a few things not to do: 

1. Don’t feel that it will be impossible for you to receive 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost. If you meet conditions, He 
will come into your life. Luke 11:13, “If ye then, being evil, 
know how to give good gifts unto your children: how much 
more shall your heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask him?” 

2. Don’t, however, take receiving the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost too lightly. For if you do, when you receive Him you 
might soon grieve Him and put Him out of your life. Eph. 
4:30. “And grieve not the holy Spirit of God, whereby ye 
are sealed unto the day of redemption.” 

3. Don’t set your time and place to receive the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. I have known that to fail. You stand just 
as fair a chance of receiving the experience at your home 
church as at some other. Be sure your fellowship with the 
church members is good. Don’t let suspicion or lack of 
confidence in any of your fellow members hinder you. Keep 
your mind on receiving the baptism. Then, too, remember 
the Lord Jesus didn’t tell the disciples*when they would be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost. He said “tarry until,” or stay 
in a spirit of expectancy. I was in a tarrying service when 
about midnight a young man wheezed out between his sup- 
plication and praises, “Bring me some water, I’m here until 
He comes.” He received his baptism just before day. 

4. Don’t get your mind on your person or clothes. I know 
a very precious young man who was too dressy jand proud 
to yield to the Holy Ghost. Finally, he prostrated himself 
on the floor, and while actually wallowing on the floor, 
hair unkempt and clothes soiled, he was baptized. 

5. Don’t let a person banging you on the back, sprinkling 
you in the face with saliva, tousling your hair or saying, 
“Hold on,” “Hold out,” “Give up,” or anything else, hinder 
you. These are well-meaning people many times, trying to 
help but not always wise. Keep the spontaneous, real, glor- 
ious praises mixed with supplication going up to Jesus, and 
look for the Holy Ghost. 

6. Don’t let your mind get set on the apparent lack of 
interest being manifested in your receiving the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. What do you care, so long as He who sends 
the Holy Ghost is listening to you? Just keep on keeping 
on! The promise is unto YOU, and that fact alone should 
keep you inspired with great expectancy. 

7. Don’t, DON’T get OVERanzious and be influenced by 
someone who may mean good but has more zeal than 
knowledge. Yes, I say, yet humbly and with no intention of 
being critical but rather helpful, don’t be excited to yield 
to the flesh instead of the Holy Ghost. For, if you will just

Cleveland, Tenn.—Cleveland almost 
has a Boys’ Town and doesn’t know it. 
In fact, there are two communities 
of boys and—just to even things up— 
two communities of girls. 

These cities of young people are the 
four orphanages operated by the 
Church of God. 

Some 208 children—88 of them 
girls—find shelter, good food and 
plenty of outdoor activity in these 
efficiently operated units. 

The homes for the girls are located 
in town, one on Peoples Street and 
one on Montgomery Avenue. The boys 
are out from the city in a fine, brick 
structure on Lee Highway and in a 
frame farm home located in Chatata 
Valley. 

The orphanages are under the 
supervision of the Rev: William F. 
Dych, who has held his present posi- 
tion since last September. He has 
been with the Church Orphanage 
system since 1943. 

LARGEST 

The Lee Highway orphanage, larg- 
est of the four, is managed by J. E. 
Mosley. He lives in the building with 
his wife and daughter Clarice, a stu- 
dent at Lee College. 

The boys are assigned to a room at 
the Lee Highway home—with the ex- 
ception of the eight ward-rooms, 
where there are four boys to a room. 

The 87 children here have all the 
advantages of a healthy farm life. 
They enjoy swimming (in a creek), 
baseball, football, volleyball, and, 
most of all, the three Shetland ponies. 
Also, there is a playground for the 
younger boys. 

There are about 275 acres of land 
at the Lee Highway site, the Rev. 
Dych said, and some 363. acres at 
Chatata Valley. Of this amount, 200 
acres are under cultivation. 
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FOOD PRODUCED 


These two farms produce pork, beef, 
and poultry for all the homes. The 
meat is quick-frozen and stored in a 
large walk-in cooler for future use. 
Last year the orphanages sold some 
$5,000 to $6,000 worth of beef over 
and above their needs, the Rev, Dych 
pointed out. 


The Chatata Valley and Lee High- 
way homes also produce milk for the 
orphanages with twenty milch cows. 
The Lee Highway farm has two milk- 
ing machines. The milk from the two 
dairies is cooled and brought to Cleve-

some great failing or commission that 
is more easily recognized as sin, for- 
getting that the Bible teaches “it is 
the little foxes that spoil the vines.”

Then I got 
him to tell me a few words in Cakchi- 


quel (his language) and talked to 
him about the Lord and how he 
needed Jesus in his heart. I stressed 
the fact that he should never touch 
liquor, which is the curse of the In- 
dian; but because he did not under- 
stand too much Spanish, my labors 
were somewhat in vain, for as I was 
leaving he asked me if I wouldn’t 
buy him a “trago,” which means a 
swallow but is the slang for an eighth 
of rough corn whiskey. His ignorance 
and sincerity made me all the more 
determined to learn, when I can 
and as I can, the Cakchiquel 
language so as to tell him 
more freely of the love Jesus 
has for him and his need of salva- 


tion through the blood of the Lamb. 

In one of the pictures you can see 
many Sololatecos who were sacrific- 
ing to serve a marimba, liquor, and 
all that goes with a religious feast. 

The young man in the other picture 
is a shepherd to whom we talked 
about the Lord. He was somewhat 
receptive, but, as are the others, 
afraid and superstitious. I am hoping 
to return to him some day and see 
him gloriously saved so that he can 
Stop being a shepherd to a herd of 
goats and be a pastor of a Church 
of God congregation among his own 
people.

The New Testament records the 
work of the Holy Ghost in the dispen- 
sation of grace and the fulfillment 
of many prophecies. The feast of 
Pentecost occurred fifty days after 
the Passover, for which reason it was 
called Pentecost, which means fifty. 
“After the seventh sabbath ye shall 
number fifty days; and ye shall offer 
a new meat offering unto the Lord... 
two wave loaves ... they are to be the 
firstfruits unto the Lord,” Lev. 23:- 
16,17. The first part of the harvest 
must be offered to the Lord as recog- 
nition of His ownership. Christ was 
the firstfruits of them that slept. The 
one hundred and twenty in the upper 
room were the firstfruits of the 
Church. 

On the day of Pentecost the Holy 
Ghost came like a mighty rushing 
wind and baptized the one hundred 
and twenty people in the upper room. 
He took up His abode here on earth 
and resides in the hearts of men and 
in the Church, just as surely as Jesus 
did during His life here on earth. The 
Holy Ghost is called the Spirit of 
Christ because His special mission in 
this age is to glorify Christ. “He shall 
glorify me: for he shall receive of 
mine and shall shew it unto you,” 
John 16:14. The Holy Ghost makes 
possible and real the omnipresence of 
Christ in the world. The word “com- 
forter” implies the following thought: 
one called to the side of another for 
the purpose of helping him. There- 
fore, the Holy Ghost is Christ’s Rep- 
resentative. The Spirit came to build 
up and to perfect the body of Christ, 
which is the Church. 


First, the Holy Ghost convicts or 
makes charges against conduct and 
life. He will impel self-reflection, 
which will produce abasement of self 
and hearty exaltation of God. It im- 
plies a conviction that God is wholly 
right and the sinner wholly wrong, 
and a thorough abandonment of all 
excuses and apologies for sin. 

Repentance brings pardon, but it 
does not entitle man to it. It is 
faith in Christ that saves. The whole 
of our salvation—past, present, and 
future—is dependent on faith. Our 
acceptance of Christ, John 1:12; our 
sanctification, Acts 26:18; our keep-

Paul said, concerning spiritual gifts, 
“Brethren, I would not have you to be 
ignorant.” In the Epistle to the 
Church at Corinth, Paul was giving 
them some sober instructions to help 
them straighten out their disorder. In 
the third chapter of 1 Corinthians 
he said, “I could not speak unto you 
as unto spiritual, but as unto carnal, 
even as to babes in the church.” Why? 
Because of envy and strife, and they 
walked as men walked. In the elev- 
enth chapter we still find divisions 
among them, and disorder at the 
Lord’s table. Now he came to the 
problem that will cause any minister 
great pain. If he undertakes to out- 
line the gifts to his people, they will 
feel that he is trying to govern the 
Spirit (or tell them when they can 
talk in tongues), and will say with a 
loud voice that he wants them to 
quench the Spirit. But that is not 
true. There are many ways to hinder 
the Spirit. The word “quench” means 
to put out or extinguish or check; to 
lose zeal or to cool off. One of the 
best ways to quench the Spirit is not 
to accept the Bible outline laid out by 
Paul in the 14th chapter of 1 Corin- 
thians. This was given to him by the 
Holy Ghost, and I do not believe the 
Holy Ghost would say one thing and 


do another. 


Paul was having a great deal of 
trouble with those people to whom 
he addressed his letter. He said, 
“Brethren, be not children in under- 
standing, howbeit in malice be ye 
children, but in understanding be 
men.” In the 14th chapter and 36th 
verse we read, “What? came the 
word of God out from you? or came 
it unto you only?” They seemed to 
know more than this man that was 
caught up to the third heaven and 
saw things that were not lawful for 
him to utter. And now the great 
apostle said, “If any man think him- 
self to be a prophet .. . let him ac- 
knowledge that the things that I 
write unto you are the command- 
ments of the Lord. But if any man 
be ignorant, let him be ignorant.” 
The manifestation of the Spirit; that 
is, the gifts that serve to manifest 
Christ, each of these gifts of the 
Spirit is administered by the Holy 
Ghost Himself. The man that is used 
as an instrument is not to receive the 
glory but is simply an instrument 
used of God. 


You must be crucified with Christ 
to self and sin, and be dedicated to 
God, before the Holy Ghost will make 
your heart His abiding place. This is 
the Holy Ghost dispensation. His 
mission is to gather out a people for 
His (Christ’s) name. After the rapture 
the Holy Ghost will give,up His ad- 
ministration to the Son, as the Son 
will give up His kingdom to the Fa- 
ther, that God might be all in all.

a Back in the first World War, I served 
We arp 0 Siberia. Shortly before my arrival 
School there, the democratic regime. of 
near af Alexander Karensky had been over- 

thrown by a small but well organized 
group of Bolsheviks and the whites 
were in full flight toward safety. In 
those days, I had the feeling the rul- 
ing class in Russia did not deserve to 
remain in power, but that no such 
suffering could possibly come to my 
own country, where, through individ- 
wal initiative and hard work, there 
had been developed the highest stand- 
ards of living the world had ever seen. 


Now, I am not certain. To even the 
most casual reader or to the greatest 
optimist, it must be apparent that this 
world of ours stands in the shadow of 
crisis. In both Europe and the: Far 
East, the balance of power has been 
upset through the events of World 
War II. Through the defeat of Nazi 
Germany, the Soviets have been able 
to overthrow all semblance of de- 
femocracy in such countries as Poland, 
PE Czechoslovakia, Austria, Rumania and 
“i Bulgaria. Largely through our over- 
throw of Imperial Japan, Communism 
gas spread southward in Asia, across 
the Yangtse River, and poises a threat 
-f0 the entire Far East. By ruthless 
Police state methods and by complete 
Suppression of the press, the inhabit- 
ants of Russia and her satellites are 
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kept in. complete ignorance of our 
American way of life and they are 
taught to picture us as the tools of 
Wall Street, bent only on destruction 
of Russia. 

Twice in my Army career, Germany 
chose war with the United States be- 
cause of our military weakness and be- 
cause it was felt that quick victory 
was certain before our industrial po- 
tential might tip the scales. Aggres- 
sive, militaristic Japan chose war in 
1941 because we had endeavored to 
halt Japan’s seizure of the Far East. 
In no case would these nations have 
marched against us had not early 
victory been anticipated. 

Your country is today facing prob- 
lems, present and future, which equal 
in scope and significance any it has 
hitherto encountered in 173 years of 
existence. Because we exist in these 
times, it is difficult to appraise their 
historical import. But grave as they 
may be, they deal—as did our great 
crises of the past—with the preserva- 
tion of freedom. What America decides 


today, what she plans for tomorrow, . 


can determine the sort of world your 
grandsons will possess—whether it be 
governed by justice or enslaved by 
force. 

If Japan, under its military domi- 
nation, was a vicious enemy, we must 
remember that it could become a 
powerful friend. I do not like to think 
of Japan as an ally in war, although 
that might well be possible. I should 
like, rather, to think that we have 
built up a great reservoir of friendship 
and respect through the prestige, the 
fairness and generosity of our country, 
which would act as a deterrent to 
those who entertain no desire to fight 
on two fronts. 

During my last year in Japan, the 
welfare of my country to me obscured, 
perhaps, all other issues. Glad as I 
have been to see the inculcation of 
democratic ideals among the Japanese, 
I would not give that the slightest to- 
ken of value unless, in time of danger, 
we could rely upon Japan being at 
least a friendly neutral. 

Our over-all victory in the Pacific, 
carried out at a cost of 300,000 Allied 
casualties and the expenditure of bil- 
lions in money and treasure, is as yet 
in dubious prospect. Even now, it is 
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apparent that the resurgence of Com- 
munism on the mainland of China 
has already cost us many of the fruits 
of that victory. Before specifying the 
over-all reasons, I should like to in- 
ject momentarily some pertinent as- 
pects of the geographical picture. 

It must be remembered that Russia, 
as a result of the Allied victory in the 
Pacific, received as a reward the stra- 
tegic as well as geographic aspiration 
of one hundred and fifty years. Except 
for a part of Korea, Communists con- 
trol the Asiatic land mass to the north 
of the Yangtse River, and if Japan 
were to become Communist and there- 
by be added to the chain of the Kurile 
Islands, the Sea of Japan would be- 
come a Communist lake. Russia today 
spreads like a blanket over the top of 
Hokkaido, the northern island of 
Japan. My old stamping ground, 
Vladivostok, lies only 400 miles to the 
west of the coast of Hokkaido. The 
southern coast of Sakhalin is merely 
across La Perous Strait to the north, 
and the Kuriles, now under Commu- 
nist domination, are so close on the 
east that one could cross in a rowboat. 
One can appreciate, then, what a great 
prize Japan would be if the Commu- 
nist nations were permitted to gain 
possession. But to the United States, 
Canada, the Philippines and Australia, 
it would signify the loss of World War 
II and a potential defeat in the Pacific 
in any future war that might be forced 
upon us. 

There are, as I have pointed out, 
several major factors of reasons for 
the advance of Communism in the Far 
East. In the first place, in the course 
of our overwhelming victory over 
Japan, we also caused the sur- 
render to the Reds of the Japa- 
nese Army in Manchuria, estimated 
as high as one million troops. 
So long as this formidable Jap- 
anese Army remained intact, the 
southward spread of Communism into 
China proper was effectively check- 
mated. When this barrier was removed, 
all of China lay open to ideological in- 
filtration from the north, in spite of 
all the wartime reinforcement of the 
Nationalist regime. 

A second major factor has been the 
existent state of what we call the “war 
weariness” of the followers of Chiang 
Kai Shek. When you stop to think

Since the General Assembly, we 
have been writing monthly letters and 
sending to the pastors for distribu- 
tion, which took the place of the state 
paper, but now The Virginian is being 
published and will be visiting you 
monthly. 

VIRGINIA IS BETTER THAN THE 
AVERAGE STATE 

The states are divided into groups 
according to membership. There is an 
AA Group and an A Group ahead of 
Virginia. Our state comes in the B 
Group. In membership among the B 
States, we are third. To be an average 
state, we should have to be third in 
all our activities, but we are better 
In ten months of this 
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Assembly year, our ministers have 
preached 10,414 sermons, which takes 
first place in our group; visited 19,647 
homes, second place; number con- 
verted—1,943, first place; sanctified— 
$93, which is second place; baptized 
with the Holy Ghost—734, second 
place; baptized in water—426, first 
place; and 978 added to the Church, 
which is FIRST place. 


In finance we are first in tithes, 
second in aged ministers and foreign 
missions, third place in orphanage of- 
ferings. We should possibly have a 
better standing if all our money had 
been sent to the General Treasury. On 
my desk are seven checks written to 
the General Treasurer that will be 
mailed today.

A few, for their own reasons, allege 
that this sea-air-land defense is a dis- 
turbing element on the world scene, 
terming it a standing threat to other 
peoples. But the countries against 
which, they imply, our armed forces 
may be aimed, do not need secret in- 
telligence sources to recognize the ab- 
surdity of such charges. Our forces at 
home and abroad are, by every possi- 
ble standard of comparison, the min- 
imum nucleus for security. 

For the people of the United States, 
this step means many things. It means 
the determination of all services to 
work together in meeting any real 
threat as it begins to develop. It means 
unity of purpose in all issues that af- 
fect the national interest. It means an 
adequate and balanced force to exe- 
cute the people’s will. 

Meanwhile, the task of developing 
proper awareness of partnership be- 
tween the public and its institutions of 
defense, lies still ahead of us. A great 
degree of our country’s safety is in 
the hands of you men and women that 
had to win both World Wars. Al- 
ready you merit the continued grati- 
tude and esteem of your Army and 
your country for spearheading the ef- 
fort that has upheld our national 
sovereignty in two World Wars of a 
generation. 

We are even more grateful that you 
stand now to protect us in the future 
against individuals or ideologies that 
threaten or would suppress the an- 
cient truths which are the foundation 
of a free existence.
